

In 1947 jormer President Trmmm nominated David E, Lilienthal to head our 
nathn\^ atomic energy program. On February 3 of that year, Mr. Lilienthal was 
called before the Joint Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy, for questioning 
as to his fitness and ability for the post. A number of members of the committee were 
opposed to his confirmation and a numher of ** loaded" questions were put to him. 
Finally this question was asked by the Senior Senator from Termesseef Kenneth 
McKellar: ''What are your convictions on communist doctrine?'' 



Mr. Lilienthal' s answer has become a classic as a free man's definition of democracy^ 
Here is his reply. 
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My convictions are not so niucli concerned with w^hat I am against as what I am for; and 
that excludes a lot of things automaticully. 

Traditionally, democracy has been an afllrmativc doctrine rather than merely a negative one. 

1 believe — ^and I conceive the Constitution of the United States to rest upon, as does religion 
— ’ the fundamental proposition of the integrity of the individual; and that all government and all 
private institutions must be designed to promote and protect and defend the integrity and the dignity 
of the individual; that that is the essential meaning of the Constitution and the Bill of Rights^ as it 
is essentially the meaning of religion. 

Any form of government, therefore, and any other insti unions which make men means rather 
than ends, which exalt the stale or any other institiitiuns alxwe the importance of men, wdiich place 
arbitrary power over men as a fimda mental tenet of government, are contrary to that concept ion, 
and, therefore, I am deeply opposed to them. 

The communistic philosophy as well as ihe conimunistic form of government falls within this 
category, for their fundamental tenet is quite to the contrary. The fundamenlai tenet of com- 
munism is that the state is an end in itself, and that therefore the powers which the stale exercises 
over the individual arc without any ethical standard lo limit them. 

That I deeply disbelieve. 

It is very easy to talk about being against communism, Tt is equally important to believe 
those things which provide a satisfying and elTective alternative. Democracy is that satisfying, 
allirmative alternative. Its hope in the world is that it is an anirmalive belief rather than being 
simply a belief against something else and nothing more. 

One of the tenets of democracy that grows out of this central core of a belief that the indi- 
vidual comes lirsi, that all men are the diildren of God, and that iheir personalities are therefore 
sacred, carries with it a greal belief in civil liberties and their proicclion, and repugnance to anyone 
who would steal from a human being that which is mosi precious to him — his good name — either 
by imputing things to him either by innuendo or by insimiation. And it is especially an unhappy 
circumstance that occasionally that is done in the name of democracy. This, I think, can tear our 
country apart and destroy it if we carry it further, 

I deeply believe in the capacity of democracy to surmount any trials that may lie ahead^ 
provided only that w'e practice it in our daily lives* 

And among the tilings we must practice is that while we seek fervently to ferret out the sub- 
versive and antidemocratic forces in the country, w^e do not at the same time, by hysteria, by resort 
to innuendo, and smears, and other unfortunate taclics besmirch the people — cause one group 
and one individual to hate anotherj based on mere attacks, mere unsubstantiated attacks upon 
their loyalty ^ 

1 also want to add that part of my conviction is based on my training as an Anglo-American 
common-law lawyer. It is the very basis and the great heritage of the English people to this country, 
which w'e have maintained, that we insist on the slriclcsl rules of credibility of witnesses and on 
the avoidance of hearsay, and that gossip shall be excluded, in the courts of justice. And that, too, 
is an essential of our democracy. 

Whether by administrative agencies acting arbitrarily against business organizations, or whether 
by investigating activities of legislative branches, whenever those principles bill, those principles of 
the protection of an individual and his good name against bcsniirchmenl by gossip, hearsay, and 
the statements of witnesses who are not subject to cross-examination — then, loo, we have failed 
in carrying forward our ideals in respect to democracy*

SINCE i\w time whru man ho- 
gnn to live' with jj 
tliare havo boeii laws ostablisliod 
tn f^iiute Ins social cfOKluct. In 
some instiUires these laws liave* 
been louse-fitting, iinwrifleii in 
many eases, but nevf'rthelc^ss tlie 
shell of a form of justita-. In 
primitive times tfie erring man 
ill a tribe found lihuself exiled* 
forced to liv(‘ alone. This was 
perliaps the sternest pnnishmenf. 
for his depmidenre oo oEhios vvas 
essential for livelihood. 

The English U'gal sysTeni is 
youngest legal system in tlie 
W'OrhL However, it is tlie result 
of one thousand yeaivs of eontiim* 
oils growth j and many hidieve it 
to be the most ad vanned— t he iv- 


still, perhaps, ol' its inherent tlexi- 
bility. As soeial inst itnt ions havi' 
(dianged so lias the law in order 
that it might manifest itsi'lf in 
prtijiorl ion to ehanging events. 
This was not. the ease in some 
legal systems; llie law remained 
rigid thronghmit t he ymtrs. Three 
thousand yt^ars ago, lawmakers in 
India std tlie wages for a tmr- 
iieidar ,iob Hlipulating that so 
nnieli riei^ should he paid for the 
daily piu’fonumiee of that jrdr 
This law has remained n lie hanged 
I h rough the agi's and today the 
men performing this task still im^- 
ceive the ^vages set b>' tin- law* 
makers. 

If the reader looks at the {*hron- 
ologieal ehart of tlie w-orlfTs legal 
systems he will note flml flte sys- 
ttun (d‘ eivil law is abmit tlu' same 
age as the English b‘gal sy si turn 
lloweverj it is rimlly iniieh ohbu’,

Tlie 
Egyptian legal system is not ron* 
side red a imrt of the main line 
l>iit certainly there are elements 
within their form of justice which 
eorres]U)nd to the English sys- 
tem, Beginning in Masopotamian 
times, then, the evolution of law 
lakes furtlier roots in Ibilestine 
and then in (ireeee. The lioinaiis, 
of roiirse* look much from the 
(i reeks and as tlie Roman Em]dre 
ex [m ruled into Europe, so did 
i Inn I* l aw.s. WillirU!i the Conuinu'or 
then took the * Continental trnirh” 
of the law into England during 
the eompu^st integrating mmdi of 
Wir Homan law into the Anglo- 
Saxon form of Justice.

Firm IkO level's in a life' after 
death, tlie F^yptians made certain 
that eonfrnels nwanliiij^ tfiein pay- 
ment or uwiiershifj were to be' jro(»d 
foreven* — not just during their life- 
time. 

And, alas, tliere is one' frreat sim- 
ilarity h<‘t we*en tiie IC^yptians ami 
ourselves — tax hnvs. In E^ypt, 
liowf!V(‘i\ the reveuiue a^^ents went 
from elooi- to door. 1'he Kj^yptians 
also had the eeiiiivalmit of the 
‘‘Friendly Finance rompany'' in 
and aromitl 1'hehes. Only the 
Ejry [Ilian law provided for a 100 
per rent rale of interest jier year 
on a loan; pretty stiff for a guy 
wJiu wa.s buying Ins one-horse- 
powered eliariot on time! 

Theu r Were many eon ids of law 
throng limit Kgy])t presided over 
by local dignitaries. One of the 
most unusual features of the court 
pi^oeednre was the fact that all wit- 
nesses giving evidence in court had 
to agn'i* to a [UTscrihed penalty in 
eaw tiny gave false Icstimoiiy, 

Corjmrai punishment was harsli 
in Egypt. One Imndred strokes 
with a lasli was tlie usual penalty 
fur a UHsdenieano?% Other penalties 
included faung tlirown to the 
crocodiles or cutting off tlie ears 
JiTid nose of an oflender* It was n 
special favor if the eondemned man 
were allowed to commit suicide! 

Mesopoiamian tow 

Another of the ancient legal sys- 


tems was the law as we know it 
existed in i^li-suiiotamia. This legal 
systi'TTi hi^gnu afmut 400 yeai'vS after 
tlie origin of an Egyfitiaii legal 
code. 

Early Mcsopotnniimi law incor- 
porated an intricate trial court and 
appellate court system which par- 
allels nmdei'n proctMlim' to some 
extent. However, many of I heir be- 
liefs wm' t>rimitive as viewed 
tliroiigb modern eyes. For instanee, 
a woman who was childless was not 
allowed to sliare in Iier liuslainrrs 
estate* 

Unlike the TC gy pi i a ns, whose 
doenmenis were inscribed with 
symbols, the people of Mesopotamia 
had learned to write and all legal 
transactions were reijuircd to be in 
writing. 

The ri'uuwncd “Code of Tlam- 
nuirabi*' whicli eom[*ris«‘d about 
288 diftVreuI laws to govern human 
conduct, was luidoubledly a part of 
tlie ^IcsopfOamiau legal heritage* 

Tliei'e seems to have be<m one set 
of law.s to govern fonugners and 
one set for permanent residents in 
ancient Me.sopotaniia — porliaps the 
backgrmmd for our own Uonstitn- 
tioii wliicli gives tlie Federal courts 
tlie riglit to prot(‘ct a foreigner or 
citizen out of his own .state* 

Laws regarding damages granted 
exact retaliation, that is, an “eye 
for an eye etc* There was also 
a law stating that nu'ii couhl *serve 
up to six times in the army — a bit 
more strinmmt tliaii our draft, pro- 
visions! 

There were also very fixed rules 
regarding landlord and tenant re- 
lationships; and there were laws 
wliicli fixed the wagi^s for given 
dulics* ^farriage was a cherished 
inslittuion with the eon tract in 
writing* llowi*ver, it was also per- 


mis.sible for a fatinu* to sell his 
daugliter* (I'crlupjs flic Mesopo- 
tamian dacls ditl not want to foot 
the wedding bill!) 

Til ere were some other interest- 
ing features of J^lesotmtamian law. 
A tavern ket'iHW was n^piiiri'd to 
keep an orderly jdace or sufl'er the 
penalty of death. Trial by ordeal 
was also common; llu' accused was 
thrown into the rivei* and if he 
sank he was guilty, if lie floated lie 
was innocent. No doubt trained 
swimmers previilled in the Mi-sopo- 
tamiaii u n dc r wo r 1 d , Ado | U i u ri was 
allowed, too, Imi if the adopted 
child, iipmi learning td' liis true 
parents, wislied to retnrn 1u them 
either Ins eye or his tongiu^ was 
torn out. Women who dt' voted their 
lives to a ndigious ordm' were put 
to death if seen going into a wine- 
.shop and shunierei's of women in 
religious orders were liriinilcd on 
the forehead.

The Law of fhe Hebrews 

The law (vf tla^ llehrews i.s, of 
nourse, the iiiosl familiar of tJie 
aneient le*^al systems. Their fojvin, 
as shown in tlie Hihle, liml j^reat 
infhienee on medieval and modern 
law in Kiiroiie. 

A p real net of a lurm devel(»pnient 
bejiimiinir witfi primitive eustoms, 
the Hebrew law nlisorlxsl mneh of 
the Babylonian eoneept of law dur- 
ing the ea[)livity. Tlitvre was a liitrh 
decree of tj'iha] fjrKanijiation and 
the patriarehal family eoTistitiited 
a stnet form of jiistiee witidn the 
plewish tirder. Ahraham, tire patri- 
arch wlio iieid such a power of life 
and death over Ids ramily that he 
was ahh^ to saerilico his son, is a 
^ood example of Ihis stiaet form of 
.justice, 

Oue of the primitive coneepis of 
-fowisii law wa>s the tlu^t>ry td' exaef 
retnliiitioiL But the law of llie -h^ws 
progressed aud iu its i rails forma- 
tion to a j^real relig-ious^ moral and 
legal cofle. the individual emerged. 
The 'reu t hjmmaudments jdaliily 
told tljc people of the law» No 
luinislimeul was tjreserilHsl, il was 
only saifl ihat evil would he fa 1 1 the 
wroujriloer. 




As the years ti‘anst>ired, tlie 
proof iu a trial relied upon eye 
witnesses: none of the old primitive 
methods of proof were used. Heath 
was ase rilled to those aeeoi'<liug lo 
their own sins, a groat advauee iti 
eriminal |iroetHlnre. ^Vud a per- 
soual eontacl was estalilislicd be- 
tween man and the Deity: no 
longer were [uhests required to in- 
tervene in order to placaU^ the 
Deity. 

There were defects in the law, 
to he sure. Htoiiiug was metefl out 
for witch era ft and the like: aud 
slavery was looked upon as a 
uatiiral condition, as it was for 
several thousand years. 

But (It^spite the flaws, the deu ish 
h^gal system was impissscsl ujnm 
the Romans with the advent of 
1 liristiaiiity and, iiUimalely, upon 
the world. 

Due of the most signilitmut 
tilings a 1 ) 0 lit the periotl of the 
Hreek system of law was tluil the 
law heeame a sul)j(sM which urns 
ireated in an academic smise. Ro- 
mans, as well as llie t»m*ks them- 
selves, went to sehta)l to learn tlie 
great legal axioms of tlie day. Tins 
would he expected of H recce, the 
iutelleetual uiecca of tire time. Mad 
they not already I'Stntiated the si/e 
of the sim and its distance from the 
earth? The alomic theory had been 
advanced by Demoeritiis, the serew 
and lover had found multiple uses 
by Arclibnedos, 

8o it was not imnatiU'id that. 


these menial gladiators sfimilil at-

Whf^n ronstantine maide Chris- 
tiaiiity tlie slate religion he movefl 
the eapital r»f the Empire to fiiTek 
Uyzanl imn ( Tot i si ant inople) , Tin* 
offleiad biiigUiige of the law beeame 
Creek and tlie great bulk i>f legal 
literature was substantially re- 
duced for praidteal usag^^ 

.Many of the laws which were 
instituted to govern eon tracts, pri- 
vate property, eriminal acts, etc. 
remain witli its, in (^sseiiee, today. 

Asidi' from tin- slow, sagaciotis, 
conservative treatment of the law, 
the Homans made another itn|Kvrt 
ant eont rilnil ton. They took the 
law oin the hands of priestly 
incantation and elass sti‘ata, Tlie 
law was made a firofession in and 
<)f itsidf — a t^oncept from wftieh 
eivilizatitm Ims never departed. 
There have Ijceii brief interludes, 
to be sure, when the bnv fell out of 
the hmids of the jurists and be- 
came a con vei dent tool for am- 
bitions men like Hitler. But, tlieii, 
it ronld not be called the law.

One of the more ptihlieized mis- 
siles today is the BOMARfK a 
lonpr-raime* pilotless lui.ssile ile- 
siprned to intiTcept and destroy 
enemy aircraft wtiile they are far 
from American bordiTs* It is i-ap- 
ahle fjf iminenvt»rin|> in tlie air and 
is able to seek out an enemy* It 
destroys Itself when il strikes ami 
it can travel at supersonie speeds* 
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Its altitude is reported to be *‘cx- 
t mue/' 

Also wdUkmnvn to new*s-coii- 
selous people is the THOU, an 
intermediate ran^e hallistie mis- 
sile. This missile js still in the 
development stnije at Cape (Ca- 
naveral* 

Another interiiiediate rantre bnl- 
llstie missile is the JUPITER, 
iiuinitraetiired at the Alabama 
Hi>dstone Ar.sennl, This missile is 
also among thtme in the test stage, 

x\notlier missile, whieli iterive*s 
its name from its maniifaeturiiig 
[ilaiit, is the REDSTONE, a bal- 
listic missile eapahle of delivering 
both atomic atni iHm-atomte jiro- 
jeel lies* 

Another well-known missile is 
the POIiiVR IS* a n intermed inl c 
range ballistic missile. This mis- 
sile, named after the North Slur, 


is for shipboard use by the Navy 
and will be smaller and lighter 
than other IRJTM*s in the nation's 
arseiiiil. With a range of about 
1*500 miles, tin* PoLARIH is yet 
ill tile le.st Stage, but it IS intended 
for use on uuelear siihiiiartnes. Its 
miportant laetmal mission will he 
to heal liowii fixed base air and 
missile liefenses and pave the way 
ff»r currier strikes aimed at de- 
stroying mobile or eoncealed pri- 
mary fargiUs, 

These are just a few of the 
belter known missile projects 
which have been tested or are be- 
ing t«‘stiMl ns a pari of the nation 
most important striking pOM*er 
known* It is gratifying to know 
Ihat IHEW iiiemhers are taking 
such an active role in preparing 
for this important phase of the 
national defense.

Alon^ with the Red Army of 
oeeupation eann' politieal ex j verts 
of tlie Soviet Uommmtist Party. 
The pre-war |ioltfieal .system iif 
Mtesi' eonntries lind l>een smaslied 
by the Xazls. tUd politieal parties 
weir reor^ranlzed and new ones 
formed, of fen with inept leaders. 

It was not loTipf he fore the peo- 
ples of (THniiimnsi-donihiatisl l%u- 
mpe be^mi to feel the pineiu* 
movement of the Soviei. E<mnuinie 
eoiidition.s hefrati to fall way WIow 
those in tlie frir seetoi*s. And yet 
workers in the Russian-eontrolled 
Factories were forcc^d to woi'k at 
break-neck speeds. 

The first real out burst against 
(\mi nmnist tyranny ocrurml in 
East Hermany in June 1053, Tlie 
faelnry spirdufi was the ilinrt 
cause, but tlie protest tpiiekly went 
heyniid that. Revolutionary gen- 


ei'al strikes lu'oke out in East Ibm- 
liiU Lei]ixig, lb^i>.sden and ntbor 
cities. A workfTs' committee made 
II iiine-jioint demnrul on the gov- 
ernment, for free elect ions, release 
of political jirisoners, elimination 
of the secret jmliir systefn, aboli- 
tion of the ( hmimunist-ereated 
East Oermnn Army and better liv- 
ing conditions. 

Unarmed workem in several 
cities wre<*ked Ihirty Iieadqiiarfei"s. 
burned i 'omiiniiiist pnipaganda* 
stormeil iHilii'e stations and frerd a 
large number of politieal prIs^lnerH. 

The Roviet army dcelared mar- 
tial law, Sohliers with tommy guns 
moved in aud S<iviet tanks ml led 
through the .streiUs of East Berlin. 
The insurreefion came to an eml. 
Force had once mom Iveen applied 
successfully ami the people were 
once more in rein for a time, 

In Folcmd 

East Genua ny was not the only 
place in which fme-thinking people 
were fighting hack against a tyran- 
nical epidruoic. An ofijvressed Pol- 
ish state finally iK'gari to nimble 
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with disi^ontviit. For yriii’s 

its cilixens had foslpriMl a distrust 
of the nussmiis. Their uiiiinasity 
Was rntreuehed more deeply diir- 
iim World War II when the Red 
iirmr sfriod idly hy while tlie Pol- 
Ssli resislaiieo fij'hters (imrid^oru- 
mmiisis) tried to liold ofT (lie Nazi 
liohles at Wai^aavr. The Poles had 
also vvihiessiHl the mereiless mas- 
saere of tltmisamk fif Polish ofh- 
eers in the Katyn Forest ui It* ID; 
file mitrdei^ were eomniitted hy 
(he Soviets. In additioN^ the Pules 
are a deeply relifriuiis pefjple, 
more than t )0 (rereent Fatholie* 
and thus fippose*! to eomnmitism 
on prineiide. 

For H) years flte Soviet direetirm 
oj‘ PoImnrK eeonoiiiy for the Ijene- 
fi! o|' tlie ILS.S.R. [uif] sapped the 
j-esmirees mid pntienee of this jrnl- 
hmt fK'ople. Finally, in dune Pirdi, 
the ptO hoi fed over in Poznan, tlie 
fourth larETeKf eity mid a key iii- 
dtistrial eenten The immediate 
ejiiise was IIh^ detention of a 
workers' delegation that had pone 
to Warsaw scs^kinj^ In^tter working 
eonditiniis aii<] had (leen arn*stiHk 

Workers slorinerl thmngli the 
streets of Poznan yelling, ** Bread! 
Bread!’' and We wani freedom 
They nttaeked the h(sid< pin Hers of 
the SisHirity Poliee and of the 
( 'orniminist Party nnd a railio sta* 
titin that jammed foreign hroad* 


easts. The I'iot lastisl three days 
inid was suppressed only aflt'i* (he

and tanks to clear the streets* 

In Hungary

Every day people — young, m if Idle* 
aged and old — are stricken with 
dreaded maladies, heart trouble, high 
blood pressure, strokes. In many, 
many instances overweight is the 
villain in the case. Life and health 
couhl have been preserved for many 
years more* if only the victim had hud 
the courage and perseverance to go 
on a diet and stick to it until the 
goal wus reached. 



Most of us, as housewives, ha\*e 
carried big bags of groceries home 
fsom the corner store or su|>t*r 
market. We've breathed hea%dly as 
we lugged a 30 or 40- pound load. 
Vet many of us may be carrying a 
30 or 40 pDunil burden of fat around 
with us every day of our lives. Our 
ovenvorked hearts have to put up 
with ihis extra load tluy after day, 
not just on a 10 minute trip from 
the grocery store. 

Why not do something uboul it? 
VVhy not feel better, look better, live 
longer, by going on a rliel today. 
Don't pick a fad diet — 2 clams, a 
biimina ami a head of lettuce, twice 
a day. Sensibly plan a mincing pro* 
griim which includes a variety of 
healthy body-building fo<ids. Give 
your Imir, miils, skin ami braly tissues 
ii health treatment, as slowly but 
surely you take off excess weight by 
cminting ca lories. Weight taken nlf 
gradually and sensibly, is much more 
apt to stay off than that nmnoved 
by a starvation diet which can en* 
danger your health, make you cross 
am! irritable, and Anally drive a 
starved, weakened you to an orgy of 
I'attng that will put back all the 
pounds lost so painfully. 

Hera's Tour Correcr Weight 

Now, here's ho\v the experts tell 
you to undertake a rerlucing pro* 
gram* 

First, determine your ideal weight, 
Here's a good method. Measure your 
exact iieight fwtlhuuL Multi- 

ply the number of inchi^s over 5 feet 
by and add HO. For example, if 
you are B feet, 5 inches tall: 
h X 27 *ti 

■ no 

Ideal weight 137 

If you are under 5 feet in height, 
multi|dy number of inches under 5 
by o'ii and subtract from 1 10. 

(This is a general rule. Pej'sons 
with u large frame may weigh more, 
those with small flames, less, than 
the w^eight projected by this method 
and still be the proper siie.) 

Next, determine the numW‘r of 
calorics you need to maintain your 
ideal w*eight. Adults need Ifi to 20 
calories per pound per tlay accoitl- 
ing to activity. Multiply your ideal 


weight by the number of cahtrie.s 
net'ded per |>ound |wr day. 

Example: take the girl 5 feet B 

inches tall whose ideal w'eight is 
137 *=3 pounds. She has a desk job 
and is not active physically. There- 
foix;, we multiply 137 lie X 1o 
2iKi2*‘j. This is the number of calories 
she needs each day to maintain her 
jileal wtdghL 

Subfroef Calories to Reduce 

Now then, to it*dtice, sublrncf TitJO 
to 1,000 calories per day from that, 
Ealing 1,000 calories less each day 
than your ideal weight requirement, 
means that you should lose 4 ounces 
]HiV day or approximately 8 pounds 
per m<mib. 

You will need a caloric counter. 
Excellent small booklet.H that can be 
carried in the purse or pocket, ran 
be purcha.sed in drug or department 
or hook stores for 25 cents. Two ex- 
cellent ones are "Pocket Guide for 
Calorie Counters," by Marion Brown 
and "Calorie Counter and Control 
f I Hide" by Joe Bonomo. 

Thera are several points which 
every woman should take into seiious 
consideration when embarking on a 
program of diet. If any strenuous 
i^eduction is contemplated, you .should 
consult your doctor first and be 
guided by his advice. If you have a 
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('liinciuUir conUitiuti that requires 
metlicin«' to aid you in reduoinKt 
will prescribe for you. 

Here is information you should 
have about the food you consume. 
Carljohyd rates ait* foods supply inK 
Immediate beat and enerir>- The most 
im|)ortant examples are starche^p 
sujfar and akohoL If the caloric in- 
take ia K'reater than boility demandp 
then the gieater pail is conveilcd 
into bmly fat. 

Fats serve as a reserve for heat 
and energy production. They provide 
hffiit and energ-y after that provided 
by carhahyd rates is used up. A re- 
duction in fnls and cnrlmhydrates 
will force the body to draw on its fat 
re.se rves. 

hi any diet, sylhcient (iroteln is 
absolutely essential . Protein pro- 
motes body growth, repairs worn 
tissues, helps in the production of 
gland secretions and tllgestive juices 
ami supplies materials used by the 
body to fight infectious disease. 
Protein is almost never converted 
into fat or used for enci‘gy unless 
taken in considei'ahte excess. 

Following are some important rules 
to follow for succeBsful weight reduc- 
tion. 

(!) Never skip meals. Eat three 
meals at the pi-oper lime each day. 

(2) Don't eat lietween meals and 
e.spedally avoid those Ixdore-befJtimc 
snacks. 

(3) Tea and coffee should be con- 
sumed without sugar and cream. 
Sugar substitutes are quite satisfy- 
ing and efTective, (Squihb's *'Sweeta/* 
a liquid siveetener is especially good 
for iced drinks.) 

(4) Do not drink large quantities 
of water at mealtime. Cut tlown on 
fiuid.s while you are dieting. 

(fj) Use a minimum of salt, 5ialt 
holds large nmouut.s of water in the 
body. 

(fi) Avoid like Ibe plague, cake, 
pii% cookies, candy, jmstries. These 
are loaiied with ea lories — all the 
wrong kirid* Fresh fruit makes n 
desirable substitute. 

fT) Cut out liquor and Imer, These 
are high in calories and have no 
place in a diet. 

Don't get discouraged. Hememtwr, 
that you were a long time putting on 
all those excess pounds, IPs going to 
take a long time to get them off. Hut 
off they’ll come, if j/ou pt'raever^ and 
if }foti dott't c/;ro/. It isn’t easy — 
hut the rewards are s%vefq. Vision 
yourself in a new dress, tivo sizes 
smaller. Paste a picture of the gul 
you want to look like on your re- 
frigerator door, where it will re- 
mind you every time you're tempted 
to slip.

Tie in a bug, doves, al! spire, cinnamon and lemon slices, and add 
to syrup. Boil 5 minutes. Add watermolfjti and cook until transparent — 
about 45 nnnute.s. Pack in hot Hlerilized jars. Yield — I quart.

The people of t’frina, representing 


a Inin t one fourffi of the worliEs 
total f>opnlal ion. have seen the 
growth of eommmiism take over 
iheir (and likc^ an insidkm.s swarm 
of locusts. 

To a peofile idTeeted witli ]iov- 
erty atid disease throughout most 
of their history, connnnnisn) 
sfumied a possilile relief. Tn 11)21 
the ninnese rommmiist Party was 
organised witfi the aid of Soviet 
“advisers* * ' The membershiji al 
tliat time consisted Ini‘ge]y of dd- 
nese living in llur larger eities. The 
Party was in the control (as it is 
now) of Party professionals in kc\v 
positions, not by tfie rank and file 
of the iteople. The people tfiein- 
selves, mainly made up of peas- 
ants, are b^- their nature op})osed 
to any doctrine oven similar to 
eoimmoiisni for they arc noi ae 
rnstojiKsl to living under an all* 
powerful stale. 

In the ttt20’s Dr. Sun Vat-sen, 
who helped found the Chinese T2e- 


pnbfie, established the l\uom in- 
tang (National IkHpiles Partyl as 
|iart of a plan to better eonditiems 
in rinria. licrn'ever, the Co in inn 
iiists infill rated ilie Knomintimg 
and soon made it appear linn Dr, 
Sim Yat-sens plan was t rally all 
ihtdr idcui* 

Finally, in 11)27 Cliiang Kai- 
shek ended tfit^ Kncmiiritang-f ^MJl' 
iimnist arrangement and snp- 
fua^ssed several armed Cotniminist 
nin'i.sing.s in Chinn, The Commii- 
ni.sts soon saw that their itispired 
workei*s' nw'olts in the eities were 
failing and so tliey sought to eon 
eentrate cm indoetrinating tlie 
jKsisant class.

the Commiuiists redistributed Cln- 
MfCs farm land, Tjandownei’s who 
resisted the government’s taking 
ihedr land for redistribution were 
given quick mock trials and then 
sfjot. 

Comfmtnhts m Fail Control 

Since tliat lime tlie Chinese 
t 'ommiinist Party has exm'eiscd 
eomplete control over the lives of 
t!ie jieople through propugainla 
and terror backed np by n huge 
militia, the Aiaiiy, secret police, 
“ people's courts/' and Party units* 
These teehnifjues, especially tried 
on a pco]»le wracked with wide- 
sjiread ignorance^ have been un- 
UMiiafly efifeetive. Freed oin of 
lliougbt and e.xprcssion has lieen

Home building continues at a rapid 
pace within the jurisdiction of Local 
No, 1 with most of it far in the sub- 
urbs.

The setting of etju Ip- 
men t in brick walls and all housings 
that will later receive ek^ctnca.1 r(|Uip- 
ment all belong to the Electrical 
Worker, The installation and the con- 
necting of intercom sets with or with- 
out radios, are also a part of our 
work. In addition to the installation 
and connecting of electrical appliances 
and lighting fixlur€»s, look for the 
IBEW union labtd on these articles. 
Many fixtures and appliances of this 
type are not made by memb<^r» of the 
IBEW. If in doubt -Call the hall!”

The National Planning Association 
has suggested a broad study of auto- 
mation and although it is the key In 
victory in the economic race with 
communism, it could bring problems 
as ** whole comm unities may nctid 
assistance if their inhabitants are not 
to become victims of automation/* 
Columnist J. A. Livingston claims 
that "the U.S, Steel Corporatinn 
shipped :-I,30(l,miU fewer tons of steel 
than it did in 10H, yet its net ineame 
at $301 ,000,0011 was more than aO fier- 
cent higher than 1054 's |10aJ1f)0,000. 
In net per ton, income advanced from 
$9.65 to $11,75." (During the regime 
of a prominent G.O.P. President — 
Teddy Roosevtdt — this same U,S, 
Steel, in 1901, bi^came the first billion- 
dollar "private" enterprise.) 


On July 1st, this year, the Federal 
Government wound up the fiscal year 
with the biggest peacetime builget 
deficit in history. It reached almost 
$13 billion. 

The Connecticut House of Repre- 
sentatives overwhelmingly rejeettil a 
back-door attempt to sneak a so-callvil 
"Eight-to-Work" law into legislation. 
Tty a 196 to 46 vote the re jj I’ese n ta- 
li ves beat a pi^oposal introduced by 
Republican Thomas Quinn, as an 
amendment to a bill banning discrim- 
ination in employment Wause of 
age. A maiority of Republicans as 
well as Demociats voted against the 
amendment. The state already has a 
law banning discrimination because of 
race, color, creed or national origin 
in hiring. 

There seems little doubt, at present, 
hut that the {humanly irresistible) 
abundance of the inflated dollar-— by 
transforming receptive minds to cni»- 
tivea— reflects an overall impression 
that all’s well regardless of who gets 
away with what and an ever increas- 
ing contempt for the inevitable day 
of reckoning. This impression seems 
obvious by the fact that the going is 
getting rougher within the shadow 
of the heavenly pointed spire of an- 
cient Trinity Church where a pre- 
ponderance of the fair sex may learn, 
too late, that the bears and the bulls 
will compromise no end to find that 
evasive loop-hole in the law that could 
expose their true image as sharks. 

Although the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration has predicted record cor- 
porate profits of $47 billion this year* 
Government economist,^ estimate this 
far too conserv^ative. The vicious cycle 
of automation, although in its in- 
fancy, has revealed a potential upset 
for our traditional way of living: (1) 
workei*s replaced by machines to (2) 


increase prcHluction and profits and 
(S) reduce the wage coat and (4) 
increase the rolls of unemployed and 
(5) (as the outright ownership of 
both mnehines and patents is little 
short of monopoly) administer their 
own prices and get them. 

To put legit imate profits in their 
true perspective — on the basis of the 
only correct method now' in existence 
— (the economic equation of supply 
and demand) competition — not mono- 
poly — ^15 the only method by which 
these two independent vaiiables can 
he equalized to mainUiii economic 
stability. 

It is also significant that some 30(K1 
big business corporations since the 
war ha%^*j invested some $2? binion 
for factories in foreign lands but 
intend to sell their products over 
here, 

Thi'se and numerous other Incon- 
sistencies have actually transpired 
while the American public was being 
led to btdieve that the comparatively 
picayune wage raise of organized la- 
bor would cause inflation and price 
our commodities out of the world’s 
maik€*ts,

The ceremony was conducted by 
Brother Gus Brissman, president of 
Local no, with the dedicattun aildress 
being delivered by Mr. Solly Robins, 
a mem In- r of the la\v firm of Robins, 
Davis, Lyons and Peterson and a close 
associate of Brother Bj*ett*s for many 
years in handling the legal affairs of 
Local no. Also addressing the as- 
semblage and jiaying homage to 
Brother Brett svere Mr. Dan Gephart, 
manager, NECA (St. Paul Chapter); 
Judge Ronald Hachey, jurige of Juve- 
nile Court of Ramsey County; Mr, 
Gerald Bald us, International Vice 
President of Sixth District, IBEW; 
Mayor Joseph Dillon of the City of 
St. Paul; Mr. Francis Warden, re- 
gional director, Midwest Region, NE- 
CA; and Judge Marshall Hurley, 
judge of Municipal Court. 

Mr. Robins covet'ed many points of 
interest in the life of Brother Brett 
in his address. Brother Brett was 
the son of a boilermaker. Born on 
February 11, H>07 he attended Han- 
cock Grade School and Central High 
School in St. Paul and received his 
educatinn in vkH^U icUy at iJunw^oody 
Industrial Institute in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. He br^gan working at the 
trade in H>25 at Pioneer Electric 
Company as a helper. In while 

in the employ of Commonwealth Elec- 
tric Company, he became a journey- 
man wi reman and then successively 
became foreman, genei al foreman and 
super in tendent wdth the same com- 
pany. 

Brother Brett was elected business 
manager and financial secretary of 
Local 1 10 in 1043, at which time the 
organization numbered 200 members 
and had a scale of ?l.3s> per hour. 
The tocaPa offices at fhat time con- 
sisted of one room, partitioned off, on 
the fourth floor of the Tjabor Temple. 
A move was made to the Commerce 
Building and then back to the Labor 
Temple. In 1048, through the efforts 
and foresight of Brother Brett, the 
local pui'C based the fine building that 
it presently occupies and brought one 
of Brother Brett's fondest hopes to 
fniition. A shoii time later, the 
building was remodeled and added to, 
and it stands today as an example of 
the rlevotion wdth w^hich Bmther Brett 
served hia local union. 


In the years Brother 

Brett negotiated the first welfare pro- 
gram and paid holiday and vacation 
plans to Ik* incorporatecl in a Build- 
ing Trades lalxu* agreement in this 
section of the country. In Uln4 he 
promoter! a Credit Union which has 
since grow'ii to have assets in excess 
of half a million dollars. During his 
tenure of ofTice, he organized the 
maintenance people in a number of 
rnanufacLiu if3g |danU und inuducUou 
workers in se%^eral electrical produc- 
tion plants. He also organized units 
in the surrounding suburban area 
and, at t)ie time of his death, the or- 
ganization numbered a total of 2,100 
members and hatl a scale of $3.88 per 
hour, plus iKmefits of 37 cents per 
hour for all construction workers. 

Riother Brett w'as also active out- 
side the local union amt served on 
the Red Cross, ComjrioniLy Chest and 
the Mayor’s Committees and was in- 
strumental in securing a City Licens- 
ing La>v for Electricians. As presi- 
dent of the IBEW State Council, he 
pioneered the program of 1 atm r- spon- 
sored university scholarshifra. He 
seived as u delegate to our Interna- 
tional Conventions, vice president of 
the St. Paul Building Trades Council 
and a delegate to the Trades and La- 
bor Assembly and the .Assembly's 
Legislative Committee. 

Brother Brett was very active in 
the promotion of the Apprenticeship 
Training Progi'am an<l was a member 
of the National Apprenticeship Com- 
mittee at the time of his death. The 
Charles R, Brett Memorial Appren- 
ticeship Scholaiship was recently in- 
augurated by the St. Paul Area Elec- 
trical Joint Apprenticeship and 
Training Committee, A symbolic 
award of this scholarship was made 
to Thomas Harrington, the fiist re- 
cipient, as part of this fled i cation 
ceremony. 

The bronze plaque has since been 
installed on the buihling wall near 
the main entrance to the* union hall. 
There, the members of Local Ilf) may 
view it upon entry and reflect on the 
many l>enefits that have accrued to 
them through the seifless efforts of 
a man who was recognized by all as 
a fair and progressive leader and a 
credit to Labor.

Ap- 
parently it is paying olT, too, as we 
notice that several of our stewards 
who attend these meetings are becom- 
ing much more iictivc in their depart 
nients, and are solving many prob- 
lems right in the department. 

Trained and efficient stewaj'ds are 
the backbone of any union. Without 
them we lose our sti'englh and efli- 
ciency. We urge all stewards, and all 
other interested members to attend 
these sessions. They are always on the 
fourth Wcdnes<iiiy.

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valescenco rusulting from a sevei'c 
heart attack* 

We woi*e mast fortumite that the 
hmy schedules of International Sec- 
retary Kcoiian and Council Member 
Foehn permitted their attendance* It 
is always ii treat to hear Secretary 
Keenan^s forceful addresses and listen 
to his timely and thous-ht-provoking 
comments: 

Re-negotiation of our major con- 
tracts for this year were completiHl 
during the month of May* A wnf?e 
inci'ease of 4/2 per cent was gal tied » 
along with a few minor fringe benefits 
in some ItisUuiceH, Again this year 
the electric utilities in the Northwest 
and west of Moritmia, both private 
and puhlicj granted this Identical in- 
crease estahUshing mi electrical util- 
ity journey 111 an rate of $:i*23 per hour 
which Ih common to most of the sev- 
eral utilities. 

The Oregon legislature completed 
its work ami the legislators left behind 
them a collection of new laws* In 
time the citizens of the slate will 
realize the elTecl these nt‘W laws will 
have upon their well-being. Many of 
the hills introduceil received the sup- 
port of organized lahf>r and labor also 
introduced and sponsored a number of 
bills but the net result of adoption is 
questionable. In due lime our gov- 
ernor vetoed several of the adopted 
bills that were of great importance 
to labor* 

Many of the legislnlors, elect rd by 
the assistance of labor’s efforts » failed 
to justify the confidence that lahor 
had placed in them. Their actions 
should be thoroughly appraised and 
labor’s camlldute screening committee 
should closely scrutinize their voting 
records prior to making recommenda- 
tions for the next elections* It is also 
quite possible that the committee 
should scrutinize very closely its 
criterion for determining these recom- 
mendations.

the most imporUint recent uccomplish- 
ments, with the aid of International 
Representative Harold Becker and 
Brother Tom Dugan, business mnn^ 
ager of L*U. 231, is shown hy the 
following release - 

^^Eniployes in the Engineering De- 
partiuent of Station KVTV, Chaimel 
9, Sioux City, Iowa, this afternoon 
(June 17, 1959) in an election con- 
ducted by the National Labor Rela- 
tions BoaixJ, voted to have Local 231 
of The International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers represent them in 
collective bargaining with their em- 
ployer, covering \vages, hours ainl 
conditions of employment.” 

Released to, and printed in the local 
press (The Smttx City Jotirnal-Trih- 
unc) was Brother Dugan’s statement 
that this is the first time in Sioux 
City that a union has represented a 
particular segment of workers in the 
television industry. This may prove 
to bo a move toward organizing other 
groups in this territory, including 
other TV employes. 

At the two-day quarterly conven- 
tion of the Iowa State Building and 
Co list ruction Trades Council at Sioux 
City May 24th, and 25th., Brothers 
Tom Dugan and Maiwin Behrens 
represented L.U. 231. City and Coun- 
ty pcraomiel %vere special gueste» with 
City Manager Connie Bodine making 
the address of welcome. Also an 
honoreii guest was Paul Larson, St. 
Paul, Minnesota, InlernaLional vice 
president of the Operating Engineers 
group. 

At the final business session, a reso- 
lution disapproving the Kennedy- 
Ervin Labor Bill, \vith Us limiting 
amendments, was unanimously passed. 
Milton 0* Hankow, president of the 
Shiux City Building Trades Council 
presided at the opening session, with 
Fred Pedersen, Waterloo, state pres- 
ident » presiding at later segaions. The 
next meeting will be in August at 
Dubiuiue, Iowa. 

Also, an IBEW Progress Meeting is 
Ui he held la Cedar Rapids July 17th 
and I8ih, and will have as dtdegates 
elected from L.U. 231, Brothers Tom 
Dugan, business manager and Hay 
Davis, treasurer, with Tom Corrigan, 
member of the Executive Board, and 
Hugo Loetz, as alternate.s. 

We are happy to report that Dave 
Anderson, member of L.U, 23 L, who 
has been ill for a long time in Wichita, 
Kansas, is improving and we do wish 
him the host of progress.

Perhaps 
his biggest disappointment was that 
as captain of the Abu Bekr Shrine 
Foot !*atrol, he was obliged to miss 
a ceremonial parade and show at 
Yankton, SouLh Dakota, which his 
unit was to attend. 

We have a really sad incident to 
report, in the accidental electrocution 
of Brother Esa .loseph Rodriguez on 
June 2, 1959, He leaves a widow and 
four children. We are glad that they 
will participate in the Local 231 Death 
Benefit hut sorry to lose such a fine 
man as Brother Esa, who worked him-

Toledo Signs Edison, 
Linemen's Pacts 

L. r. 245. TtILKDO, OHIO.— Local 

245, Toledo, Ohio has just completed 
negotiiitions on two contracts. One 
was %vith the Toledo Edison Company 
and the other with the Contractors 
for the commercial linemen working 
within 245’s jurisdietion. 

Our new erm tract provisions with 
the Ttdedo Edison Company give wage 
increases from 9 to 15 cents per hour 
or a 4.7 per cent increase. A rewrit- 
ing of the termination clause was also 
accomplished. As previously reported 
here we had a 12-month termination 
clause and when the 60 days required 
by law wore added it amounted to 14 
months before any strike action was 
possible. Our new clause eliminates 
the one year termination notice and 
provides for termination on May 1st 
In effect, with negotiations .stalling 
on Maixh 1st, strike action could be 
taken after 12(1 days if the local so 
decided. The existing arbitration 
clause remains in the contract. Some 
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of the other iminxivemenU are seven 
guanintred holidays, improved vaca- 
tion and sick benefits, added benefits 
for retii-eeSt and new dassi flea lions 
added to the job evaluation review. 
This ia a 2,'J-mcinth contract with an 
l]*month vvaf?e reopener* As Chair' 
man Reese's committee has already 
been nnmtioned here vee wdll simply 
say, well done. 

White the negotiations were in 
progress Business Manager Thomas 
held a meeting for our retirees to 
discuss desired improvements for 
them. We understuml that old timers 
attended welt aiai had a ball rem^vring 
old friends hips. 

The contract for the comnierdal 
linemen was negotiated by Assistant 
Business Manager Yenrick, lirother 
Harold Johns and International Repre- 
sentative Frank Adams, It provides 
for a new journeymen rate of $3,90 
per hour and ii unique medical care 
plan. Seven cents per hour will be 
paid for medical cai*e but will he paid 
directly to the worker ami he will bear 
the responsibility for providing his 
own coverage as individual needs 
dictate. 

On the social side Local 245 is plan* 
ning a fall dance, Tlie date is No- 
vember 14th* and Ui-otHer Jim George 
is the committee chairman.

lastest collective labor agreement in 
the building trades contains a clause 
which stipulates that “every appren- 
tice -ektct rid an shall undergo a j»re- 
employment training of at least six 
months’ duration in an apjnoved 
trade school, hefore being admitted 
in the trade.” This clause may not 
seem too important at first glance, 
but if you stop and think aliout it 
fot' a moment, you will soon realize 
its tremendous imimi-tance for the 
welfare of our industry and the wcdl- 
Ijoiiig of our future Journeyman wire- 
men* 

Your local union officers ha%"e for 
many years adv<H'ated a compulsory 
pre-employment clasSTOom training 


for our u)iprentices, and at first, our 
employers quite naturally considered 
the whole issue on a personal finan^ 
cial basia and objected strongly to 
the whole idea, but after repeated 
attempts by labor it became a]i|mrent 
to the emjdoyers as well that the 
large number of i^egistered appren- 
tices, holding eai-tls hut never able to 
compiete their apprenticeship, is an 
economic waste, as well as a deter- 
rent to the young hoys with a natural 
aptituile for the trade. 

For much too long, our trade has 
been regarded by a great number of 
young boys as a means of liveli- 
hood only if other more clesirable oc- 
cupations arc not readily available, 
and consc(juenUy the first refuge for 
the least educated; whei'eas in our 
opinion it should be o.xacUy the 
opposite. 

This new clause in our agreement, 
now incorporated in the decree for 
the Montreal distjict, will correct 
this situation as far as oiu' own dis- 
trict of Montreal is concerned, and 
we hope to have if extended to the 
rest of the Fi'ovince very soon, pro- 
vided that the Minister of Labor may 
be persuatlcfl to cagree in amending 
the Eleclrica! Act to that edect. 

On the other hand, our appren- 
tices, already in training on the job, 
have not been overlooked and this 
clause in the agreement goes a little 
bit further by making It compulsojT 
for every registcrerl appi'cmtice to 
submit himself to an annual examina- 
tion in order to be promoted to a 
higher cias.sification ; thus the con- 
stant necessity for the apprentice on 
the Job to attend classroom lectures 
regiilarly in the fonii of evening 


classes, if he wishes to attain the 
the status of journeyman. 

Equally important is the matter of 
pi-oviding instructora for those eve- 
ning classes which shall be made 
compuisoiy for all apprentices. These 
instnietom, who must first of all be 
competent mechanics, imist also un* 
derstand how best to impart their 
knowledge to others as teachers. As 
in most other daily occupations, the 
best known method of obtiiining in- 
structors of the highest caliber is hy 
imying for what you get, and the 
financial responsifniity to meet this 
obligation rests upon our employers 
as well as upon ourselves. Rut we 
shall insist upon getting the highest 
possible pay for the best possible 
instructors. Your officers will wel- 
come any comment or question on the 
subject of appt enticeship iit youi- 
next regular meeting . . . Think it 
over and come on dowji . * . The door 
prize has now reached the tidy sum 
of $200.00— You cannot win if you 
are not present!

High Interest Held 
By Local 697 Meetings 

I.. V. BH7. GAUY and HAMMOM), 
l.\T), — The highlight of every one of 
our meetings is the business agent's 
report of approximately a hitlf-hour 
duration. Wlion the report is corn- 
pleted members are well informed on 
countless matters pertaining to the 
general welfare of our union, iimong 
them being how manj^ men are at 
work and how many are not working; 


w’here the big jobs are; what new 
jobs are to get underw'ay and approxi- 
mately when; how many men will be 
needed to man the job; what jobs 
are near completion and how many 
members are to be terminated. 

The nature and extent of non-union 
joba in our territory (which is stead- 
ily becoming a more serious matter 
because of the Tnft-Harttcy Law), 
where pre-fab jobs are being erected 
— many with partially completed 
electrical work installed when shipped 
in — is another im: wising and 
aggravating problem, 

Harold Hagberg* pfesideiit of the 
Indiana State Building and (Construc- 
tion Trades Council, and Delegate 
Oliver of the Northwestern Building 
Trades C'ouncil, voiced concern over 
non-union work becoming more preva- 
lent throughout the entire area. They 
pointed out that the custom of ask- 
ing for the showing of union trades 
cards is not in as full practice as it 
should be. This id a long time union 
custom that is HEQUIRED of every 
good union member. Wo must again 
get the old custom back into full 
effect. 

At this writing the great concern 
to all building trades workers is the 
possibility of a steel tieup which is 
already enuaing the wheels of prog- 
ress to slow considerably and the 
economy to tighten noticeably* The 
fear of a steel strike ia hanging tike 
a big storm cloud over the entire 
Calumet area, the fountain head of 
the industry. Fear of a strike GnlerH 
into almost evei^y business or private 
decision being made. Steel workers 
who have a hit of cash are curtailing 
their spending in anticipation of a 
shutdown, w'hich could possibly put 
them on the streets for six weeks, 
more or less* Those seeking creilil 
to buy a car, furniture, or any of the 
other consumer's goods sold on time 
are finding it increasingly more diffi-

Shorter Term Won in 
Contract Negotiations 

1„ I’, ^27:i, TRENTON. N, J. — Local 

1273, I HEW recettUy ci'mipleled con- 
tract negotiations w’ith Circle E Man- 
ufacturing Company of Trenton. New 
Jersey. The new contract Is for n 
Iwo-and-one-half year term with a 
wage reopening clause after 22 
months, ^rith the right to take any 
economic action requirr^d. All pre%"i- 
ouK contracts have been two or three 
years with no wage reopening clause. 

At the fii-st meeting the company 
hantleti us a propriral which was re- 
jected by the Negotiating Committee. 
After five more meetings we presented 
the company’s final proposal lo the 
membership wdiicU was reJecLed by 
secret ballot vote. Votes were as fol- 
lo\vsr 3(»9 to reject, 193 to accept and 
4 void. 

The committee received full author- 
ity from the membership to go back 
for further negotiations with the right 
to take any action required. 

The committee went back for fur- 
ther negotiations with a second coun- 
ter proposal with several items still 
In clispute. 

After four meetings with the com- 


pany, the committee went back to the 
membership with the final proposal 
from the company, This propi^sal was 
accepted by the membership by secret 
ballot. The results: 274 to accept, 

32 to reject and 2 void. 

The negotiating committee along 
with the majority of the membership 
felt that this was the best contract 
ever negotiated with this company up 
to this time. 

Through the course of our negotia- 
tions we were tissisteil by Interna- 
tional Representative, Lloyd F. Ritter.

Another prfiblem, which we believe 
every local has, is the one of "luke- 
w'arm" members who never attend 
their htcxtl’s meetings, hut choose to 
sit on their rumps and criticise the 
eHorts of those who are trying, to the 
best of their abiUty to do the think- 
ing for the entire group. We fo(d as 
though ninny of our own (leoplo 
need enlightenment on the ptnpoHt!S of 
a local union. This program is to be 
undertaken by our loenl in the near 
future, and we hope that it results in 
better iimlers landing, improved at- 
tendance, and more interest in what 
is being done to protect our rights and 
equities in our cmploirment. The prob- 
lems of the laboring people never end 
and require constant attention and in- 
telligent decisions in settling the prob- 
lem in%"olved.

I am submitting an except! onai 
aerial photograph which will be of 
interest to the members of L.U, 2017 
and the many Travelers who worked 
there also in that jurisdiction. It is 
the huge BUDWEISEH BREWERY 
located on a lOtbacre site at the inter- 
section of 30tli £?treot ami Temple 
Terrace Highway in the Tampa Indus- 
trial Park area approx Imatcdy seven 
miles north east from the heart of 
Tampans main business center. 

Associated in the construction of 
this plant were the following: 

Consulting Engineers * Architects: 
Sverdmp and Parcel Inc., St Louis, 
Missouri: Hospitality House Design: 
William B. Harvard, St Petersburg, 
Florida; Landscape Contractors: Jack 
O. Holmes, Inc.; General Contractor: 
Mills and Jones, St. Petersburg, Flor- 
ida; Associate Contractor: Dickman, 
Pickens and Bond, Little Rock, Ar- 
kansas; Electrical Contractor: C. A. 
Harlan Electric Co., Toledo, Ohio, and 
Plant Manager: Kenneth H. Bitting, 
Jr, 

This huge plant, beautifully de- 
signed and lavishly landscaped at a 
total cost of approximately |20 mil- 
lion, was originally started in Decem- 
ber, 1957, dedicated on March 31, 
1959, and opened to the visiting pub- 
lic on June 1st of this year. The 
plant consists of a single building 
having approximately 282,000 square 
feet with a shipping capacity of 500,- 
000 barrels annually. Having seen 
the capping and sealing machines be- 
ing installed, ! formed the opinion 
that BUSCH was actually trying to 
get their product on the market 
faster than the public couhl consume 
it — which is good sound business 
strategy ■ — with the first shipment 
scheduled for May I8ih. 

The Hospitality lioiige, with a 
heptagonal roof design and garden 
area on a 12-acre plot, is directly in 
the foreground, ITiis is known as 
BUSCH GARDENS, a fully developed 
tropical garden with three connecting 
lagoons and a series of winding 
paths. 

The garden is inhabited by about 
200 members of the parrot family; 
40 toucans; more than 100 macaws 
of live species; 50 flamingoes ; 50 

exotic swans, duck and other water 
fowl. Most of these birds are im- 
ported from Central and South 
America. Moat important of all, how- 


ever, is a pair of eagles as a re- 
minder of the company's famous 
trademark. 

In the upper portion of the picture 
studded with trees is another 118 
acre plot to be used as a retirement 
farm for the famous Clydesdale 
horses whidi I am certain every 
member of the lUEW has seen on 
display somew'here throughout the 
United States. While being employed 
on the project, we noticed o herd of 
Aberdeen Angus cattle grazing in 
these mea<lows and in aiidition to 
these there will be various wild ani- 
mals, such as .4merican buffalo, zebra, 
deer and even ostriches to add to the 
picturesf|ue effect of the grazing 
grounds. 

In dedicating this cnormtjus imsti- 
Liition, August A. Busch, Ji'., chair- 
man of the Hoard of .4nheuser-Busi'h 
InCp, responded with these w'ojfis: 

**ln constructing this brewery, 
Anheuser-Busch wanted to do more 
than just build a factory. It is our 
company's belief that a modern in- 
dustrial plant should also add to the 
area in design and landscape, ft 
should contribute its attract ness 
and add to the beauty of the com- 
munity — in addition to being a plant 
that is also functiojiul and efTicient.” 

No 5ner tribute could be forth- 
coming and all of Florida shares the 
pride and prestige of having such a 
fine institution locate its plant here 
at Tampa.
